THE questions which English Jews must ask themselves at the close of each year 
concerning the growth and vitality of English Judaism, may be cheerfully 
answered at the end of 5657, Alike on the practical and on the speculative 
sides the year has been one of activity. Our communal institutions have grown 
and prospered. New schemes, great and small, have been brought to light, some 
to live and some ‘to die, but all to be eagerly discussed by an interested public. 
(Juestions concerning the present position and the future of our race have been 
boldly asked and boldly answered. In every direction there have been indications 
of a strong and expansive communal life. | 


To all subjects of the British Empire the central event of the year just 
passed has been the celebration of the sixtieth anniversary of the Queen's acces- 
sion. In the demonstrations of loyalty which that occasion called forth, the Jewieh 
community took its full share. Special services in honour of the event were held 
in all synagogues throughout the Empire, and were attended by large and enthuei- 
astic congregations. The fact that our coreligionist, Sir Gkorug FaupEL PHILLirs, 
was called upon, in his capacity of Lord Mayor of London, to escort Her 
Majesty, in the course of her State Procession, from Temple Bar to the 
Mansion House, lent an additional Jewish interest to the celebration. The grace 
and skill with which the Lord Mayor played his prominent and unusual part 
called forth the good-humoured admiration of the Press; and the grant of a 
Baronetcy in recognition of the services which he has rendered during his 
Mayoralty (including the collection of nearly £550,000 for the relief of the 
sufferers from the Indian Famine), met with wide and cordial approbation, | 


In spite of the pressure of public duties, Sis George Faupen Pati 
has found time during the year of his mayoralty to take a leading part in a 
scheme of great communal importance—the improvement of the position of the 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. In connection with the opening by the 
Duke of Cambridge of tie additional buildings that have been erected by that 
institution, there was collected, largely owing to the exertions of the Lord 
Miyor, a sum of over £11,000, and in consequence the institution was able to 
admit no less than 60 new inmates within a few weeks after the new 
accommodation had heen made available. Other communal institutions which 
have made marked progress during the year are the Home for Jewish Incurables 
for which a large building fund has been collected, to be expended on the 
erection of a new building at South Tottenham, the Portuguese Jewish 
Schools which have been moved to Thrawl Street, Spitalfields and were 
opened by H.R.H. the Duchess of Albany ; the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, 
which bas acquired new buildings at Clapham ; and the Jewish Boys’ Brigade, — 
a gallant little institution which has just emancipated itself from the fostering 
tutelage of the Maccabaeans. | 


The number of new charitable institutions of specially Jewish interest 
which have come into existence during the year is unusually large. BARonuss — 
pe Hirscu, emulating the generosity of her lamented busband, has undertaken 
to provide the means for the foundation of a Jewish Home for Consumptives, an — 
institution the need of which has been felt for some yeara with ever increasing 
kvenness. The executors of the late Davip Lewis of Liverpoolhave applied £80,000, 
out of the great fund which was placed in their hands for charitable purposes, to 
the re-erection of the Northern Hospital, Liverpool, which is now styled, in 
memory of its benefactor, the David Lewis Northern Hospital. 


~ Two other new institutions, of loss importance in themselves, have attracted 
a very considerable amount of interest within the community. One is a Dis 
ponsary for the foreign Jewish poor in Leman Street, Whitechapel, which, in 


consequence of the strong representations made to the founders by Mr. F. D. 


Mocarra, Mr. B. L. Congn and others, will now be opened as a Provident 
Dispensary. The other is the Jewish Self-Help Association, which owes 
its foundation and support to some Jewish gentlemen engaged in commerce in 
South Africa. The existence of the Self-Help Association was made known to 
the public last autuma by the issue of a comprehensive programme for the 
ainelioration of the conditions of the Jews in the Kast End. The prospectus 
included the establishment of an Arbitration Bureau, an experiment that under 
efficient guidance might lead to valuable results. The Bureau carried on its 
work with energy for some time, but during the past few months the pro- 
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ceedings of the Association have, as far as the general public is concerned, been 
wrapped in obscurity. Some explanation will be found in a significant paragraph 
which we published, under authority, last week. 

Even if the Self Help Association does not fulfil the expectations of its 
founders, one result of its establishment may prove to be of considerable 
importance in the future. Stimulated by the example of our coreligionists from 
South Africa, the United Synagogue has turned with renewed activity to its own 
East End Scheme which has been pending for some years; and it decided in 
February to consider its East End Scheme proper apart from the 
proposal for the erection of a new Hambro’ Synagogue in the Whitechapel 
District. Accordingly it entrusted the investigation into the’ possibility 
and aims of the East End Scheme to a new and enlarged Committee, 
and at the same time passed a resolution authorising the erection of a 
synagogue in place of the Hambro’ Synagogue, on the site in Commercial 
Road which had already been acquired. The decision of the United Synagogue 
is only one instance of the-activity in synagogue building which has been mani- 
fested during the year. 
in our midst, three important new synagogues have been opened; a new Sephardic 
Synagogue in Lauderdale Road, Maida Vale, an imposing structure in Cardiff, 
and aspacious place of worship in South Hackney, while the foundation stone 
has been laid of a fourth in Leicester. Two new cemeteries have been conse- 
crated during the year, one at Plashet, the property of the United Synagogue, 
and one at Golder’s Green, Hendon, for the combined use of the Reform 
Congregation and the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. 


One instance of reveraion to a former condition remains to be mentioned in 
connection with our communal institutions. The Judith Montefiore College at 


Ramsgate, which, bofore being used as a training college for ministers, had been | 


a place of study for the aged, has now been turned again to its original purpose, 
and will provide a retreat for aged ministers and other workers in the community, 
From the surplus thus set free the Trustees have generously undertaken to make 
an annual grant of £1,000 to Jews’ College. | 


Finally, one Jewish institution has been dissolved during the year. Owing 


to the scanty support that they have received from the public, the managers of 


the Jewish High School for Girls havejfelt themselves compelled to close it, after 
an existence of sixteen years. , 


Among events of personal interest, the first that calls for notice is the pre- 
sentation to Mr. F. D. MocaTTa on his seventieth birthday of an address of 
congratulation bearing the signatures of thousands of Jews and Christians from 
all parts of the world. The address expressed the cordial admiration with which 
Mr. Mocatra’s life-long devotion to the cause of philanthropy is universally 
regarded. A similar testimony of esteem was presented to Dr. A. Lowy, formerly 
Minister of the West London Synagogue of British Jews, on the occasion of his 
eightieth birthday. During the year numerous public distinctions have been 
conferred on Jews within the British Empire. The Hon. H. E. Cowen has been 
appointed a Judge of the Supreme Court of New South Wales, Dr. W. M. 
HAFFKINE has been made a C.I.E. in recognition of his service in connection with 


the plague in the West of India, Major Jutian Leverson, R.E., has been made a 


C.M.G. in recognition of his services on the Manicaland Boundary Commission 
and Colonel A. KE. GoLpsmip has been appointed Assistant Adjutant-General for 
the Thames district. Members of the younger generation have won several 
coveted distinctions in the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, among them 
the Hertford University Scholarship at the former University, which was awarded 
in June to Mr. B. P. Moors, of Balliol College. Miss E. R. Bensamin, LL.B., of 
Dunedin, has been admitted to practise asa Barrister and Solicitor in the Supreme 
Court of Dunedin, a position which no lady had previously attained. Two other 
events of the year, which have attracted some notice, are perhaps most properly 
to be regarded as matters of personal interest. A visit was paid by a party of 
Jewish “ Pilgrims” from England and America to the Holy Land, and land 
in Essex has been purchased by Jews in the Kast End of London, 
several of whom, having been agriculturists in Russia, intend :to use their, new 
acquisitions as market gardens. . 


The literary output of the year, though high in quality, has been somewhat 
scanty. The only book of the first importance dealing with a Jewish subject, is 
Mr. IskagL ApraHaMs’ “Jewish Life in the Middle Ages,” a work that fully 
comes up to the high expectations formed by those who are aware of the author's 
mature scholarship and intense devotion to Judaism. The Jewish Historical 
Society has issued a second volume of “Transactions,” containing important 
additions to our knowledge of Anglo-Jewish History. Mr. Samuen. Gorpon’s 
volume of stories, ‘‘A Handful of Exotics,” shows conscientious workmanship, 
An article on “The Mission of Judaism,” contributed by Mr. Oswa.p Joun 
Simon to the “Fortnightly Review,” has called forth much academic criticism, 
but no other result. The time has not yet arrived for the publication of the 
results of the visit paid by Mr. SouecuTseR to the Genizah at Cairo. “ Young 
Ierael,” a magazine for Jewish youth, is a welcome accession to the number of 
Jewish periodicals that this year has brought forth. Among other books by Jewish 
authors, not dealing with Jewish subjects, may ba mentioned: Mr, IsRax. 
ZANGWILL's “ Without Prejudice,” Mr. Louis Nineteenth Century 


_ Miracle,” and “The Beautiful Mies Brooke,” and Miss Emma Wo tr'’s “ The Joy 


of Life.” The foreign publications of the year are fully described in our “ Books

- On the Continent the most striking event of the year was the Zionist 
Congress which met at Basle on the 29th of August and the two 
following days. The Congress was an outcome of the proposals 
expounded by Dr. Turopor Herzt, in hie pamphlet, “A Jewish State,” 
and in various public addresses, for the establishment of a Jewish State 
in Palestine. The practical results, if they can so be described, which were 
achieved after three daye’ discussion, were the adoption of a programme and the 
election of an Executive Central Committee.

The English supporters of the Zionist movement deny that it has been 
called into existence by the growth of anti-Semitism. But in the popular mind 
as well as in the utterances of Dr. Herzl, the two movements are closel “i 
nected, and the mention of Zionism suggests the consideration of the peal of 
Anti-Semitism during the past year. On the whole, there has been a general 
improvement. It is true that Jew-hatred, of one kind and another 
has made itself felt in Russia, in Germany, in Bohemia, in Algeria ia 
Tripoli, and in Persia. But the outbreaks have been sporadic, and in nearly all 
cases have been put down by the strong arm of the law. In two of the 
three European countries which give most cause for anxiety, viz :—Rusgia, 
Austria, and Rouminia, the progpects of the Jewish population have undoubtedly 
brightened. The volume of Jewish emigration from Russia has declined, and 
this is the most trustworthy evidence of improved conditions. In Vienna, Dr, 
LueGer has, indeed, been re-elected as Burgomaster, but his administration bas 
caused grave dissatisfaction ; the result of the Vercani Trial hae further dis. 
credited the anti-Semites ; while the breach between the two opposing sections 
of the party has widened. In Germany also notable anti-Semites have suffered 
at the hands of the law. Herr Stozoker has been convicted on a charge of calumny, 
and has been fined 600 marks with the alternative of forty days’ imprisonment ; 
while Herr SEDLATZECK has been sentenced to two terms of imprisonment, for 
three months,and four months respectively. In France the present Government has 
taken several opportunities of expressing the dislike with which it regards anti. 
Semitism, and M. MELing, the Premier, went so far as to threaten with legs] 
proceedings the editor of an anti-Semitic paper, who endeavoured to associate 
his name with the cause. Even more reassuring, as a sign of the times, is the 
fact that several of our coreligionists on the Continent have received coveted marks 
of distinction. Herr SiaMunpD Bropy has been made a member of the 
Hungarian House of Magnates, while Signor Giacomo Matvano and Signor 
Uxperico, Levi have been called by Kina Humbert to the Italian Senate; 
and M. Mavaice Lozwy has been appointed Director of the Paris Observatory. In 
Vienna, the home of the newest form of anti-Semitism, Dr. GU pgMANN has been 
created a Knight of the Order of Franz Josef, and has been received by the 
Emperor in special audience. Many minor distinctions have also been conferred 
on our Continental brethren. 


From America, one untoward event calls for mention, viz., the passing of an 
Alien Immigration Bill, which provides for the exclusion of would-be immigrants 
who cannot satisfy the port officers of. their ability to read and write the official 
language of the country from which they have emigrated. We are not yet in 4 
position to judge of the effect of this law on the Russian Jews. In othe, 
respects, the record of the year in America is a good one. The rt 
vitality of American Judaism was exhibited in the Summer Assembly whic bea 
at Atlantic City, in the Conference of Jewish Rabbis at Montreal, and in ine 
vention of the ‘‘ National Council of Jewish Women in the United States,” wh d 
was held at New York in November last. From the proceedings of the last-nam 
assemblage, it is clear that the Americanieation of the Jews of America is a8 com 
plete as the Anglicisation of the Jews of England.

THE NEW SYNAGOGUE, 


Sin—Allow me to add a few particulars to your notes on the establishment 
of the New Synagogue. My father, Mr. Abraham Solomon, of Stamford Hill, 
was one of the founders and a Parnass for at least nine consecutive years of the 
congregation. I have before me, as I write, the original transcript of the Laws 


of the congregation, written throughout in his own handwriting. The error in } 


the date of the foundation of the synagogue is evidently due to the slip of the 
printer, as my father wrote the date as 1761. I remember well, as a little boy. 
attending service at the synagogue in Leadenhall Street. It would be called 
nowadays a Chevra. 

To show the public spirit which animated my father—as well as his pro- 
gressive ideas—I should hke to take this opportunity to mention that he issued 
a Circular in October, 1838 (headed YW) PNW, and signed “A Primitive 
Hebrew”) advocating the establishment of a College for the training of Jewish 
ministers, Perhaps you will spare space in the Jewish Chronicle for the follow- 
ing extracts :— | 

It is greatly to be lamented that the spiritual and moral interest of the Jewish 
community has been so long neglected. That our worship is conducted by coldness and 
inattention in our Synagogues, is principally owing to the want of a Hebrew College, to 
educate Jewish youths for clerical office, and for the due encouragement of learned persons 


of moral habits, to introduce a more solemn mode of worship, to excite reverential feelings — 


in our rising generation, and discard those frivolous tunes and the long repetitional prayers, 
«0 uisuited for sacred service. For due fervour in utterance of prayers, constitutes sincere 
devotion, and exalts the soul. It is important to those who are anxious to uphold Judaism 
to bestir themselves, and zealously assist towards a partial alteration in our system, and 
dissipate those ancient forms that have so long oppressed our Holy Religion, which consists 
in the belief of One God, Eternal, and Revertionty Powerful, who punishes the wicked, and 
rewards the good; it teaches morality, integrity, and the immortality of the soul, and 
‘trietly enjoins all the virtues that the lice of man is capable of embracing; these are the 
fundamental principles of Judaism, in them is laid down the basis of our faith, and is 
‘learly founded in divine philosophy. For the good of Israel it behoves us to encourage 
and support such men of our nation who are duly qualified and are capable of demonstrating 
‘uch Divine doctrine, by lectures in our vernacular tongue. :

tribute an average of £5 8s, each for their seats is in itself an indication of the 
strong ties which attach them to the synagogue. 

Why, Mr. Editor, revive that everlastingly irritating cry as to the value of 
our site? We thought we had effectively banished it. Did we not make suffi- 
cient sacrifices for the communal welfare in handing over some £30,000 on the 
amalgamation? And if any schemes, East ind or elsewhere, now be necessary, 
the money will assuredly be forthcoming. In an age when the accepted doctrine 
is that the present generation has to ae for its own requirements, and to 
trust to sagan to take care of itself, it cannot be equitable or justifiable to 
= up the work of a past generation for the limited responsibilities it has left 
itself. | 

It is not generally known that, since the amalgamation, deducting our 
deficits from our surpluses, the United Synagogue is still over £2,000 to the 
good, and we are still serving as their best “ Recruiting Depot.” New members 
are made in the Kast End and are transferred to the West End. We have just 
lost eight or nine members to South Hackney, and gained double that number 
from the Chevras and those unattached to any synagogue, 

Our past glories and our present usefulness will not influence the views of 
those ever dwellifg on our ground value. With their £ s, d. notions they are 
insensible to those finer feelings which affect us, and, therefore, cannot respond 
to them. Fortunately they are helpless in their desire to interfere with us, We 
might forgive them if they would only be consistent. Why do they not 
sugest to the Chief Rabbi that in all future consecrations the formule should © 
run thus :— 

“To the worship of Thee, O God, we consecrate this plot (or building) until 
such time as it may have attained sufficient value to be needed by the Council 
for other purposes.” | 

What a splendid saving clause this would be, and without any scruples we 
could pull down anything on the first good offer that turned up.

on the tablet covering the cavity of the foundation stone, The inscription 
commences : “ The New Synagogue was originally founded in the year 5517, 
which corresponds with 1757.” ‘his cannot be an erratum, as the corresponding 
date is given in Hebrew. Dr, Adler naturally regarded this document as being 
more trustworthy than a statement in a book of laws or in Mr. Picciotto's 
valuable “Sketches of Anglo-Jewish History.”

THE POOR JEWS TEMPORARY SHELTER—A WARNING, 

Sir,—The announcement in your last issue of the intention of the Com- 
mittee of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter, “to acquire more suitable 
premises,” althongs of innocent appearance, is of serious import, and demands 
the earnest attention of the community. 

The Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter was established some fifteen years ago, 
when the victims of the terrible Russian persecution were leaving that inhos- 
pitable country in their thousands, and at that time, and for some years 
subsequently, the institution may have served a useful purpose. 

‘That some of the leaders of the community looked askance at the newly- 
organised Shelter is common knowledge, but objections were met by the reply 
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that the establishment being of a purely temporary character, would under more 
favourable circumstances, cease to exist, 

The acute stage of Russian persecution is now happily a thing of the past, 
and whether the Shelter is any longer a necessity, or even desirable, is a matter, 
at least, for enquiry. : 

Besides, the character of the lines on which the Shelter was established, has 
latterly undergone important modification, if not revolution. A spirit of “ com- 
mercialism ” pervades the institution to such an extent that it is open to very 
serious question whether it is entitled any longer to call itself a charity or to 
fairly receive the subscriptions of the charitable public. 

Of “the 682 inmates passed through” in the period under review, how many 
were paid for by Shipping Companies, and how many were received free ; and 
hai Pp the profit of those paid for adequately cover the cost of those not so 
paid for? These are surely pertinent questions, especially in view of the happy 
financial statistics contained 1n your report. 
The only branch of the Shelter’s work likely to be considered of public 
utility, that of the immigration officer,who meets the arrivals, could with advan- 
tage be taken over by the official acting in a similar capacity for the J ewish 


ws oe Association, or by a specially appointed officer under the auspices of that 
ody. 

It is difficult to raise the requisite funds for the truly deserving communal 
charities, and before a single penny is spent on an enlarged Sheiter, an impartial 
enquiry by recognised leaders of the community should be made as to the 
desirability of the: enlargement, or, indeed, the continuance of an institution 
which is regarded by many as pernicious and undesirable. 

Something weightier 1s necessary than the ex parte statements of those con- 
nected with the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter—who, of course, conscientiously 
believe that the course they aré adopting is both righteous and commendable— 
but the feeling of the much larger public unconnected with the Shelter should 
also be taken into consideration.

The authorities of the United Synagogue must be able 
to control admission to their cemeteries, as well as the behaviour of persons 
whilst remaining on the grounds.

The Rothschild Ward is for the reception of the men, and the adjoining 
Goldsmid Ward for the women. In both rooms there are a few children above 
the age of seven, younger children than these being placed downstairs in the 
“Queen” Wards. At the present time, the Jewish Wards, which take 27 
patients, are full, and there are some 20 more Jewish patients scattered about 
other parts of the hospital. “ When I came bere nineteen years ago,” remarked 
tome “Sister Rothschild” (the “sisters” are known by the wards to which they 
are attached), “we used to have plenty of vacant beds, but itis different now, 
we are always full to overflowing.” During the past year, the number of Jewish 
patients under treatment amounted to closc upon 800. How many of the 158,000 
vut-patients treated at this institution in the course of a year are Jews, it would 
be impossible to say, as no separate record is’ kept. 

[ question whether the Jewish dictary laws could be more scrupulously 
observed than they are at the London. The Hebrew patients have their own 
kitchen and Jewish cook, a bright, pleasant-spoken young woman who manages. 
the cwisine unaided, and keeps her kitchen the very pink of cleanliness. Boiled 
mutton, chops, steaks, boiled fish, greens, potatoes, and beef-tea were all: in 
course of preparation for the mid-day meal on the occasion of my visit, yet one 
could have “eaten off the floors,” as the saying is, if oue had a preference for 
such dining, ‘The authorities contract separately for the kosher meat, which:

- removal. The Board of Management then set to work to provide a permanent 


and more commodious synagogue and to supply the much-needed facilities for the 
religious education of the large number of Jewish children in the neighbour- 
hood. A freehold site was selected in Devonshire Road, Mare Street, and it was 
estimated that won poronans of the site and the erection of the Synagogue and Class 
rooms would entail an expense of £7,000. Towards this sum the United Syna- 
gogue made a grant of £3,000 conditionally on the balance being raised in the 
istrict, and from the community generally. During the progress of the work, 
however, a further expenditure of £1,000 was incurred, The United Syna- 
gogue then increased its grant by £350, and with the amount raised locally, the 
in donations given on Sunday, and a promised donation from Sir Samuel 
Montagu of £50, there now remains but £250 to be subscribed. 

The new buildings occupy a frontage of about 93 feet, and comprise on the 
lower ground-floor, a spacious hall convertible into nine class rooms for the 
accommodation of the Religion Classes, provision being made for about 400 
pupils, This basement is fitted with moveable partitions, which, when put aside, 
convert the entire floor into a great hall for prize distributions and overflow 
services. The ground floor contains the main body of the synagogue, and the 
first floor comprises the ladies leries, 
whole of the seats are pl ri leh and the Ark, Pulpit, and 
Almemmar are effectively grouped together at the eastern end of the building. 
The total accommodation in the synagogue is for 500 persons. The building has 
five exits and two staircases, and ample lavatories are provided at each level.

Re-opening of the West London Synagogue. 


— 


The West London Synagogue was re-opened on Sabbath last, after having 
been closed for extensive alterations and repairs since the last week in June. 
The interior has been handsomely decorated in 4 scheme of white, gold and 
green, which will give the synagogue a much lighter appearance than it has 
hitherto presented ; while the walls on the ground floor, which were formerly 
distempered, are now pannelled with oak. 

The chief alteration has had for its object to increase the seating accom- 
modation downstairs. For some years past the membership has augmented so 
continuously that it has become more and more difficult to assign seats to new- 
comers, except in the case of a few of the higher priced sittings. Latterly the 
failure to allot seats to new-comers caused considerable dissatisfaction, notwith- 
ctanding that the majority only attend two or three times a year. It was 
therefore decided to remove the Reading Desk from its present position, and 
fill up the entire body of the ground-floor with seats facing the Ark. | 

The Reading Desk has been refixed on the steps leading to the Ark, and now 
faces the congregation. The granite steps and the inlaid marble platform of the 
Ark have been extended to accommodate the Reading Desk, which now occupies a 
position immediately in front of the Ark, on the central axis of the building. 
The Reading Desk, a structure in stone inlaid with marble, was originally 
erected some twenty-five years ago in memory of Mr. D. Q. Henriques, and the 
front portion, bearing the inscription, has been refixed bodily with two seats 
therein for the officiating ministers. The side portions of the original structure, 
of stone with marble colonnettes, have been refixed to form a balustrade to the 
wings of the Ark Platform, on one side at foot of the Pulpit, and 
on the other giving accommodation for two seats for the ministers. 
The alteration was effected by Mr. R. Davison, marble mason, of Marylebone 
Road, The removal of the Reading Desk from the main body of the synagogue 


- gives an additional clear floor space of about 30 feet by 20 feet, and seatin 


accommodation is thus provided for 10 benches, containing in all 96 additiona 
seats. The three front rows of these additional benches are readily removed, 
being secured to the floor by bolts dropping into sockets, and when removed 
provide an unobstructed space at the foot of Ark steps for wedding ceremonies, 
‘The new seats, which are of the same pattern as the existing benches, have been 
executed by Messrs. Lascelles, of Bunhill Row. The work has been carried out 
from the designs and under the direction of the architects, Messrs. Davis and 
Emanuel, of Finsbury Circus. The decorations of the synagogue have been 
executed by Messrs, Busset and Co., under the superintendence of Mr. Brophy 
of South Kensington Museum.

districts is not new. For very many years the cheaper classes of 
clothing have been made by women (not Jewesses) in Essex, and several 
London clothing firms have had factories and depots in the Eastern 
Counties for many years past. But what most concerns us is the opinion 
expressed by the Spectator, and, as we are assured, shared by some 
well-meaning Jews, that organised help should be offered to the new -settlers 
in Essex. The charm of the Essex movement and its value consists just in 
its spontaneity and in the evidence it gives of the self-reliance of our indus- 
trial classes. To offer unsolicited assistance is to defeat the scheme. But we 
cordially welcome the suggestion of the Spectator that the settlers should be 
advised and encouraged to combine their trade with the tillage of the soil, nay, 
to make the former the casual, the latter the normal object of their endeavours. 
In several of the’ Jewish colonies in America this is already done. Tailoring 
and cigar-making have beén introduced as subsidiary industries during the 
winter with great success. Many an English village will, we trust, learn this 
lesson. The prominence which has been given to the Essex idea will have 
done well if it induces some of the farm labourers of England to discover 
that there is no need to regard several months of the year as quite 


. We do not often find arguments against anti-Semitism in 
ee a financial newspaper ; but an article contributed by Dr. 8. 
Finance. Schidrowitz to last week's Statist contains some striking 
facts in illustration of one aspect of modern anti-Semitism. 

The French and Austrian anti-Semites have for some years past claimed to 
be regarded as the leaders in a great moral struggle for the defence of 
“Aryan” civilisation against the attacks of ‘ Semitic” capitalism. It was 
in that character that the late Marquis de Mor¢s. gained his brief reputation 
in France, and the ‘“ Christianisation of Capital” is one of the professed 
objects of Dr. Lueger’s party in Vienna, It is commonly thought that this 
form of anti-Semitism is a growth of the last decade ; but, according to Dr, 
Schidrowitz, it is some thirty years old. The inventor of financial anti-Semitism 
appears to have been a certain Langrand-Dumonceau, who founded various 


| land banks and mortgage companies for the express purpose of * dethroning ” 


Jewish capitalism. Entering on his enterprise without any capital, 
he appealed to the religious feeling of the Belgian landowning classes, 
who are for the most part devoted Catholics, and induced them to subscribe 
more than a thousand million francs. The companies founded by Langrand- 
Dumoncean carried on their operations in Austria-Hungary, Large estates 
were bought in Hungary, and were sold in small lots to farmers, who were to 
pay the purchase-money in instalments. ‘The prices realised were such as to 
afford a very handsome profit to the companies, if only the transactions had 
been honestly conducted and care had been taken to accept only such pur- 
chasers as were likely to pay their instalments. lor some years the companies 
enjoyed a great reputation, and the price of the shares rose very high. In 
1870, however, it was proved, in the course of a law suit, that in very 
many cases the sales effected by the Company were fictitious, while, in others, 
land had been sold to purchasers who had no idea of cultivating it. The 
Companies were ruined ; the shareholders lost all the money that they had 
subscribed ; and Landgrand-Dumoncean escaped from the country with his 
plunder. A Company with similar objects was founded in France in 1879, 
with the title of 1’ Union Générale, and after a career of three years, came 
to the same end as the Belgian Company. It remains to be seen whether Dr. 
Lueger will be more snecessful with his schemes for transferring to Catholic 
hands all the public enterprisss of Vienna. It is said that a proposal was 
brought forward some time ago, when the Vienna anti-Semites were flashed 
with their first victories, for the determination of a contract for the lighting 
of the city, which was held by a company numbering some Jews among its 
shareholders ; and that the proposal ‘was only abandoned when it was dis- 
covered that a new installation could not be completed until two years after 
the period at which the contract could be terminated. Vienna was naturally 
unwilling to submit to darkness for two years as the price of a victory over 


The letter of our correspondent, “J. 8. L.,” on the Jews in 

France and Algiers, which we published last week, contained a valuable 
Algeria. _Te-Statement to date of the fact that Jews suffer —— 
from the anti-Semitic movement. In the daily papera, 

he says, the visitor will read calumnies upon the Jews; he will see on the 


walls electoral bills vituperating them ; he may hear of one whose shop was 


sacked, of another who lost his situation because of the hetze, and the cabmen 
will urge him not to engage a particular driver because the cab belongs to a 
Jew. We may add that in France itself the reader will find papers that are 
published to belittle the Jews, The promotion of officers in the French | 
public service has been notably slower since the Dreyfus incident, a Jewish 
sous-préfet has been told that he has practically no chance of being made a 
préfet, and promising military officers are tiring at the slowness of their pro- 
motion. All these facts are very sad, and help us to understand Dr, 
Nordan’s pessimist address at Basle. It will be observed, however, that 
the practical results of the attack vary with the civilisation of the country. 
What in France is occasional insult and the retarding of advancement, 
in Algiers alone passes into robbery with violence. The movement is 
factitious. We know the name of the journalist who started it in France to 
sell his books and newspapers; we know the hare-brained Marquis, who, while 
inhibited as the result of a family council from lavishing his own fortune, was 
sane enough to stir up the colonies against the Jews. The poison has been 
sown ; it is the more deadly the more ignorant and backward are the minds 
in which it germinates ; but the fact remains that the soil was ready for it. Dr. 
Herzl and Dr. Nordau are justified in asserting that a real evil exists, and 
the rest of Judaism ought to be as concerned as they are to find the best 


way of meeting it. The comparison between Algeria and France may lead 


us a little further. The Jews in France are, on the whole, as superior to the 
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Jews in Algiers as France is to her principal dependency. Born in Africa, 
brought up in the midst of barbarians, it is quite possible that 
some Algerian Jews have given a handle to the adversaries of all. 
As it is certain that Dr. Herzl’s State will not be founded yet awhile, the 
Jews in France and Algeria must evidently continue to be the objects of 
assault, and the only practical worldly course would seem to be to continue 
very resolute in the effort to show that in truth and in fact they are 
good citizens, Justice and truth are stronger in the long run than mendacity 
and envious hate, and the modera sufferings of the Israelites are very much 
less than those which our ancestors endured. Slanders can best be refuted 
by showing we are above the imputations they convey. 


Knowing less, of England than of the Continent, Dr 
Nordau, in his Report at Basle, dealt somewhat lightly with 
this country, and implied that prejudice does not linger here. 
| It still survives in part, as most of us have felt, and is kept 
alive hy the same causes which assist the professional Jew-baiters on the 
Continent. Although Jewish morality, on the whole, attains a high standard ; 
there are individuals of Jewish birth, as in all races and families, whose 
conduct sinks far below the normal level. Often they have the 
Jewish intelligence without the Jewish heart and conscience; their 
rascality is ingenious in its form and temporarily successful in its result, 
which is the more exasperating to its victims. A man injured by such pests to 
society naturally resumes the prejudices he was putting off, and is not likely 
to be discriminating in his anger unless he is exceptionally just and elear- 
headed. There are not wanting indications that the success of the anti- 
Semites in Vienna was facilitated by oppressive modes of money-making in 
which some Hebrew. financiers are said to have engaged : and much has been 
made of the fact that others took part in the Panama scandals in 
France, in which the worst offenders were non-Jewish politicians. 
We would say to our brethren in all countries: Be strictly honourable 
in business, pure in your mode of life, careful not to give offence 
socially.. In this department, guard chiefly against —ostentation. 
Join in all worthy movements in which your co-operation is possible. Make 
friends with good people of all religions : assist in educating the masses, for 
you have nothing to fear so much as ignorance and prejudice. Do not be 
guilty of any attempt to conceal your Judaism. You will certainly be detected, 
and the endeavour will lead others to think that you have something to beashamed 
of. Tf the vast majority of the Jews continue to follow these rules of conduct 
they cannot be ruined by the crimes of a few, or by the dishonest use made of 
such offences by agitators.

| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


VIENNA, Sept. 20TH, 1807. 

The Executive Committee appointed by the Basle Congress, has set to 
work, Inafew days, a circular will be sent to all members of the Congress, 
requesting them to proceed with the ‘Shekel ” Collection, é.2., the contributions 
from adherents in each country. Concurrently therewith the agitation is being 
carried on, In several towns of Galicia, meetings have been held to receive 
reportson the Congress. Dr. Lippe, of Jassy, on his way home, stopped at 
Przemysl, where he addressed a large meeting. Dr. Landau discussed the 
results of the Congress at a great meeting on Sunday in the Third District of 
Vienna, and Dr. Muntz will do the same next Tuesday in the Tenth District. 

From Galicia serious news continues tocome. ‘The number of “Christian ” 
tradesmen who are subventioned by the Diet and the Government with the 
object of injuring Jewish tradesmen in the villages is constantly on the increase. 
Jewish hawkers who receive no assistance from auy source are obliged to clear 
out, No wonder that they are becoming impatient ; they want immediate help. 
This need will be met by the Ahavas Zion Society, which has been established 
in Tarnow, and is independent of the Austrian Chovevi Association, and which by 
the sale of shares isc>llecting money for the purpose of forming colonies in Pales- 
tine. In furtherance of this movement, Dr. Salz, of Basle, hasgone to Paris where, 
according to reports that have just reached me, he has bought for 2,500 florins 
land for five families from Jaworzno, near the Rosh Pinah Colony in the neigh- 
bourhood of Safed. This locality in particular has been selected because the 
Kabbalist, Simon ben Jochai, who is so greatly revered by the orthodox Jews in 
(ialicia, rests there. : 
| The Social Democratic agitation is making great headway among the Jews 
in Galicia, The recent meeting of the Socialist party in Lemberg discussed the 
agitation among the Jews, and decided upon issuing a weekly journal in 
Jiidisch-Deutsch. If the Zionists should only occupy themselves with the 
“Jewish State” without troubling themselves about the present needs of the 
Jewish population near at hand, it is possible that they may be stoutly opposed 
by the Social Democrats. For the moment the Zionist Society in Przemysl has 
distributed 2,000 copies of Dr. S, R. Landau’s pamphlet, “Zionism or Social 
Democracy ”; and other Zion Societies are following this example. It is 
probable that the Zionist party will start a Yiddish paper in Galicia. 

You have already been informed of the formation at Basle of a Press 
Syndicate, This Syndicate numbers at present 25 members. According to the 
Rules its object is the propagation of the Zionist movement in the press, and 
only those journalists and men of letters are admissible as members who pledge 
themselves to promote this object. Certain privileges are conferred on the 
members, whose interests, as well as those of the Syndicate as a corporation, are 
looked after by a Central Committee having its seat here in Vienna, where the 
eadquarters of the Zionist movement are also located.

Herr L. Brodsky handed in a petition to the Governor-General of Kieff, as 
far back as 1890, for permission to build a synagogue on land belonging to him. 
Permission was at last only granted in 1892, and then only on the condition that 
the exterior of the building did not denote that it was a synagogue, and that the 
entrance to it must be through a plain doorway. Just as the sacred building 
was ready to be opened for public worship, the Governor-General forbade its 
opening, as the facade was “not plain enough.” As pilgrims from all parts of 
Russia came to Kieff, “ the site of a synagogue was inconsistent to the believers. 
Herr Brodsky, however, did not rest, and had the matter placed before the 
Senate, who have now declared the action of the Governor illegal, and that the 
synagogue may be opened. :

Jewish Literature in 5657. 


It is long since the annals of Jewish literature have had so happy a tale to 

Not only has the hand of death spared the scholars, but the grave has even 

tell, No d some of its dead. The obituary of the year is singularly free from 

goer ous in Jewish learning, while there have come back to us from a 

names ne the spirits of scholars lost or forgotten for centuries, Nothing that 

ye students have accomplished is comparable to the work of past ages on 
6 


which this year of grace has bestowed new life. 


But if the books of the year have been those written in the distant past, the 
credit of their present appreciation and discovery lies after all with our scholars 
fto-day. First among these comes, of course, Mr. S. Schechter. His identifi- 
tion of a page of the original Hebrew of Ecclesiasticus was followed by Dr. 
Seal discovery of more pages, and now the first-named has, with poetical 
iustice, brought yet further fragments from Cairo. Enough has already been 
said in these columns as to the value of this find. It is sufficient to mention 
that all authorities are agreed in regarding Mr. Schechter 8 fortunate discovery 
as the most momentous incident in the realm of Biblical criticism since the Tel 
\marna Tablets were found. Of the rest of the MSS. now located in Cambridge, 
Mr, Schechter has already written in the Times, and his narrative deserves of 
itself a high place in the Jewish literature of the year, The Rabbis are 
coming orce more to their own when the leading English newspaper devotes 
two full columns to an account of the latest discoveries of Hebrew and Rabbinic 


Manuscripts. 


In the work of restoring to us the treasures of Egypt many have borne a 
hand, Dr, Neubauer is cataloging the valuable Egyptian fragments possessed 
by the Bodleian, and has already published several important items, Professor 
1). Kaufmann has written acutely and instructively on the same topics, and has 
in hand a history of the Jews in Egypt which, however, will no doubt be deferred 
till the latest finds are better examined. Mr. EK. N. Adler has also published 
Egyptian fragments, and possesses many more. But, apart from these and similar 
publications, the year has left us far better informed about Egypt than it found 
us, Mr. Flinders Petrie, dealing with a more ancient period, is slowly throwing 
light on Kgypt’s dark past, and Dr. Strack’s work on the Dynasty of the 
Ptolemies solves more than one problem.. Jewish Hellenism in general has been 


_the subject of much fruitful work. Cohn and Wendland’s new edition of Philo 


stands first in importance in this field. But the completion of the Oxford Con- 
cordance to the Septuagint, the second edition of the first two volumes of 
Sweet's Old Testament in Greek, and the conclusion of Niese’s Josepbus are all 
events worthy of special mention. Josephus indeed has come in for considerable 
attention, There has beenarevised Whiston in America, Professor A. Biichler 
has discussed many points as to the sources of Josephus, and has written on the 
Introductory Letters prefixed to II. Maccabees, and on the Apocryphal Kzra. 
Scholz’s Judith, and Dr. Gaster’s texts of Tobit; Mr. Charles’ Apocalypse of 
Baruch and Assumption of Moses; the second-named author's Collections of 
Hebrew Tales; Mr. Israel Levi's similar Collection; the Rev. H. Gollancz’s 
translation of the Syriac Version of the Seven Wise masters; may all be con- 
veniently grouped under this head, including as it does folklore and religion: 
To return to Greek proper, a mention must be made of Franckenburg’s essay 
onthe Psalms of Solomon, for though it maintained an untenable position, it 
gave rise to an important discussion. ee 


The Bible has occupied the usual share of attention, and on the whole it 
may be said that more justice than before has been done to the moral worth of 
the Old Testament, It is true that “critics” like Dean Farrar, in his “ Supre- 
macy of the Bible,” still think it their duty to adopt a scornfully patronising 
and even minatory tone towards a code of morality which they imperfectly 
understand, Mr. Baxter’s “Daniel in the Critics’ Den” was a not unnatural 
Rowland for Dean Farrar’s Oliver, But such an attitude as Dean Farrar’s is 


_ happily very rare, and Christian controversialists reserve their abuse for the 


Pharisees, Dr. Abbott's otherwise charming book, “The Spirit on the 
Waters,” is vitiated by a complete failure to go behind the attack on the 


Pharisees, which is the stock in trade of modern theological writers, But as— 


far as the Bible is concerned, a new spirit is abroad. The two splendid series 
of Commentaries on the Bible, edited respectively by Nowack and Marti, are 
quite free from theological bias. It is curious to witness the extraordinary 
interest now felt in the problem of Job. Both Budde and Duhm have published 
critical editions ; Mr. Joseph Jacobs has edited a fine reprint of the Authorised 
Version ; Dr, B, Konigsberger’s ‘‘ Hiobstudien ” show a distinct growth in this 


Capable scholar’s powers, As to magazine articles on Job, to describe them 


Would require more space than is allowed for this whole summary. This 
interest in Job is not only scholarly. It represents a feeling that the poet 
here probed the depth of the problem of evil, and still has a message 

for modern life. Moulton's “ Literary Study of the Bible,” with its 
Pocket editions of the separate books of Scripture, is a token of a similar 
‘motion, The Bible belongs to life—and it must be brought within the range 
: the knowledge of ordinary men and women, But this can only be done when 
© scholars prepare in their dry-as-dust studies the materials which brighter 
Writers may present to the general public. Hence one regrets the slow progress 
me by the Oxford Gesenius; it isa pity that this Hebrew Dictionary does 
nie urry on, But there is no dearth of Biblical science in a year that has 
“Ppearance of Ball's Genesis and Kamphausen’s Daniel in Haupt’s 
klein Edition; Bacher’s “ Bibelexegese Maimuni’s;” Nowack’s “ Die 
‘ os ropheten ;” Driver's excellent addition to the Cambridge Bible for 
in a a series which Jewish readers will find admirably unsectarian especially 
neh volumes as Skinner's Isaiah; @, Buchanan Gray's “Hebrew Proper 


Rome ; in Russia, by Ratner’s “Seder olam Rabba;” and by Hebrew transla- 


Names ;” M. Halevi's Studies in the Psalms; Coblenz’ “Praying I in the 
Psalter ;" Wijnkoop’s Hebrew Syntax, and the works on the Targum by 
Friedmann, Strack and Dalman. 

The popular literature of Judaism has produced an abundant crop during 
the year. In the first place there may be noted a very general improvement 
all over the world in Jewish School Books. First among these is the little 
book called in Hebrew “A Living Speech,” which is so excellent that there is 
already in preparation an English book on similar lines. The leading teaching 
bodies of Judaism have been active enough during the year, but the most 
notable event was the celebration by the Berlin Lehranstalt of the 25th 
anniversary of its existence. Teachers’ Congresses have been held in all parts 
of the Continent and also in America, where the Sabbath School Union, the 
Chautauqua, the Publication Society and so forth have done much to promote a 
wider knowledge of Judaism. Among the American output, scholarly as wel] 
as popular, may be named the writings of G. A. Kohut, Amram's Law of Divorce 
Iliowizi’s In the Pale, Cahan’s Jekl, and Jastrow's Dictionary of the Talmud’ 
which is making rapid progress, To keep to more popular books, the American 
Jewish Historical Society has produced very good work, and so has the English 
Society under the presidency of Dr. Adler. In France, History in its topo- 
graphical aspect has been well represented by Gross’s “Gallia Judaica ;” in 
Germany, by the completion of Vogelstein and Rieger's History of the Jews in 


lations of Graetz, Giidemann, and Lazarus, Two attempts to translate the 
Talmud have been in progress, and the less evil of the two has been far and away 
L. Goldschmidt’s German version. Hungary has seen a real revival in Jewish 
publications for the people, but in England, the popular side of Jewish litera- 
ture has stood in abeyance. But for the issue of the Rev. M. Adler's Elements of 
Hebrew Grammar teachers are grateful, and Home Worship has been made more 
agreeable once a year by the Rev, A. A. Green’s Hagada, During 5658, several 
popular works will be published, and it is only fair to remember that they must 
have been in preparation for some time. | 

It would be unfair to close this brief summar y without a word on the litera. 
ture of Zicnism. From Zion itself the law has come forth, and the Hebrew 
publications in Jerusalem have exceeded those of previous years. A full list of 
these appears in Luncz’s Annual, and need not be repeated here, Of Zionist 
literature “ outside the land,” Dr, Herzl’s weekly “ Die Welt” is a deplorable 
example, calculated to exaggerate anti-Semitism. In London the organ of the 
Chovevi Zion, “Palestina,” has been conducted by Dr. 8. A. Hirsch with much 
ability. The great mass of Zionist publications has, however, been too ephemeral 
in character to be noticed in an annual survey, An exception ought perhaps to 
be allowed in favour of Dr, Giidemann’s “Nationaljudenthum,” which made a 
profound impression, There has been a strong outburst of Pilgrim literature, 
Readers would be astounded to see a full list of books of travel in Palestine which 
have appeared in the last year. Not only has Palestine Exploration in the scientific 
sense been conducted by Bliss, Schick, and others, but everyone, from Pierre 
Loti downwards, has thought it necessary to print his impressions of the Holy 
Land. It will soon become a mark of distinction for a traveller in Palestine to 
return home and say or write nothing. But one work must be specially men- 
tioned, it is Buhl’s “ Geography of Palestine,” an excellent handbook, As 
Zionism has professedly some relation to anti-Semitism, it may be mentioned 
in this context that two of the most important publications of the year have 
been M. Anatole Leroy-Beaulieu's tactful lecture on anti-Semitism, and M. 
Louis Forest’s work on the Jews in Algeria. Closely allied to true Zionist . 
literature is that popular Hebrew literature mentioned in part in the preceding : 
paragraph, but also represented by such periodicals as ‘“ Haschiloach,” 
and by numerous poetical volumes, among which Mr, J. Massel’s deserves 
a high place. Poetry in the literary sense has also been the subject of 
considerable attention, and the new theories of Metre in ancient Hebrew verse 
have been carried beyond the stage of mere hypothesis, 


In the preceding summary tendencies have been chronicled rather than 
individual performances. Hence many important books of a learned and 
technical nature have been omitted. But it may fairly be said that, even with 
a disregard to these, the year has been exceptionally strong in good and fruitful 
work, And if, as was said at the start, the records of 5657 have been particu- 
larly happy, it is yet more pleasing to close with the sober, but exhilarating 
truth, that the prospects of 5658 are even better than the rich performance of 
5657 has been, | I. A.

The admirable performance of the new romantic opera, “ Rip Van Winkle,” 
at Her Majesty’s Theatre, under the direction of Mr. Hedmondt, has brought 
into prominent notice two Jewish artists, Miss Ada Davies and Mr. Homer Lind 
in the respective parts of Alice, Rip’s daughter, and of Derrick von Slaus, the 
wicked lawyer in the piece. Mr. Homer Lind is no novice on the operatic 
stage, having already scored as a distinguished member of the Carl Rosa Opera 
Company, He basa splendid baritone voice, well trained and produced with 
great intelligence, but he is also a very clever actor. Miss Ada Davies, as far as 
we know, now appears for the first time in opera. She is a pupil of Signor 
Franco Leoni, the composer of “ Rip Van Winkle,” and possesses a very sympa- 
thetic delicious soprano voice, very flexible, and full of sweetness. Her phrasing 


is exquisite. The new work—we believe it is the first operatic venture of Signor 


Franco Leoni—is very melodious, although we are in some instances reminded of 

existing compositions, Mr. Hedmondt’s delineation of the title rdle is splendid, 

anit Be does full justice to the music, proving afresh how excellent an artist 
e is. 

There is quite an epidemic of plays with a direct or indirect Jewish interest 
at the present moment. At the Globe Theatre “ Miss Francis of Yale” is 
launched on what promises to be a highly successful career, and is from the pen 
of a Jewish dramatist, Mr. Michael Morton. The story is, as its name suggests, 
American, but bears transplanting admirably, and the uproarious fun is by no 
means vulgar. Briefly, a foolish young heiress sends her lover to the right 
about on the word of a severe man-hater, who says that in the fiancé’s rooms at 
Yale University, she encountered his bosom friend, a dashing young female 
smoking a cigarette. The female is a fellow student very great in private 
theatricals, and who was thus seen in one of his favourite femmine characters, 
and of course this misunderstanding leads to unlimited complications, all 
cleared up in time for the fall of the curtain. Mr. Morton is 
lucky in having his play so admirably cast, and judging from _ the 
large and enthusiastic audiences that assemble eight times a week 
at the Globe, “ Miss Francis of Yale” has taken the popular favour. 

At the same time Miss Martha Morton, a sister of Mr. Michael Morton, is 
in the exceptional position, for a lady dramatist, of having two plays running at 
once, “The Sleeping Partner,” which will be withdrawn on Saturday might 


from the Criterion, has not been especially successful, neverthelesss it 1s by no 


means without merit, and allowance must be made for the difference in 
taste and ideas between English and American playgoers, the Anglicised 
trans-Atlantic play often proving a source of disappointment to a London 
audience. ‘That “The Sleeping Partner” was considered worthy of a run at 
the Criterion, and played by a good caste, is in itself something ofa recognition. 

Much better results have however been achieved by Miss Martha Morton 
in “A Bachelor's Romance,” a piece which Mr. Hare acquired some time ago 
and produced early in the present month at Edinburgh. ‘The story deals with 
the late awakened love of an old bachelor for a young girl, and its humanising 
influence bas been compared with the idyllic ‘‘ Professor's Love Story,” in 
which Mr. Willard charmed large audiences. The role of the bachelor is 
admirably suited to Mr. Hare, and it is to be hoped that London playgoers 
will in due course see Miss Martha Morton’s comedy. 

It is well to be a popular favourite; and Mr. Arthur Collins, the young 
manager of Drury Lane, has been proved a favourite of fortune latterly. Last 
Saturday, through an accident in the machinery, there was no performance of 
“ White Heather,” the new melodrama, and the house, packed to its fullest 
extent, dispersed without a murmur. Instead of this damaging business it has 
made the demands for seats bigger than ever, the house being booked heavily in 
advance and money being refused nightly. Hveryone will rejoice in the good 
luck which seems likely to follow Mr. Collins’s career, and recognise that it is 
the reward of his unlimited energy and ability. There are some scenes which 
have a flavour of Jewish interest, notably the realistic interior of the Stock 
Exchange, whilst the caste includes at least two coreligionists, Mr. De Lange 
and Mr. Albert Mayer, both of whom have been much praised for their acting ; 
and ladies may be interested to know that the gowns, which form quite a feature 
in the sumptuous mounting of “White Heather,” have been entirely 
designed by Mrs. Aria, a recognised authority on modes of fashions.

The public was an inert body, and in order to rouse that body into 
activity they must make their wrongs widely known. They themselves must 
also be determined to work shoulder to shoulder if they wished to succeed. 


Dr. Selitrenny, speaking in Yiddish, said that the Jewish bakers worked 
longer hours and received less wages than the English woe Practically 
they had on the average only six hours rest aday. The general public should 
hoveott those masters who employed blacklegged labour, He urged them in 
passing the resolution to be like the English trade unionists and stick to the 
terms of it. He moved the following : ‘“ That this meeting representative of 
ihe various industries in London, having knowledge of the degrading conditions 
of labour endured by the Jewish journeymen bakers, hereby pledges itself by 
every means in its power to assist them in their efforts, whether by strike or 
otherwise, to obtain fair hours and fair wages.” 


Mr. I. Caplan, also speaking in Yiddish, said that in one instance in another 
dispute the employers, when approached for an increased wage and a decrease 
in the hours, decided to increase the hours and decrease the wage. The men 
were not anxious to call a strike, but were compelled to do so by reason of the 
conditions having become unbearable. He knew of one baker who, after having 
kept his men at work for eighteen hours, suggested that they should do an hour's 
overtime. 


Mr. Herbert Burrows said that as an outsider, as a man who was nota 
baker, he was personally not going to advise a strike. If they decided to strike, 
he hoped they would win, but a decision to adopt that course rested with the 
bakers, The Report issued by the London County Council showed that baking 
was almost the most unhealthy trade on the list. The butchers came first, and 
the bakers second. At the Bakers’ Exhibition that morning he had seen in 
operation a model bakery built in order to show the best conditions under which 
bread might be produced, and bakers employed. If they were going to 
win the strike, they must become better organised than they were at the 
present moment. He was informed that the Union had been in existence for 
about seven years, that there were about 130 Jewish journeymen bakers, of 
which number one half, or possibly two-thirds beloneed to the Union. They 
ought, considering the time they had been in existence, to have had the whole 
of the Jewish journeymen bakers inside their Union, and they ought also to 
have had a much larger amount of money in hand than they had. If during 
that seven years the whole of the bakers in the trade had been in the Union, 
the Co-operative Bakery in existence and the Trade Unionists buying their 
bread at that bakery, they need not have gone to the Agricultural fall to 
inspect a model bakery, but the Jewish bakers could have established one them- 
‘elves, and taught English men and women a lesson. The small master baker had 
to fight, as well as the journeymen. He had to fight against the bigger bakers, 
and the bigger bakers against the millers, and the millers against the capitalists, 
bes made the huge profits out of the wheat.
